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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: of the reasons of record presented in the 8/3/201 1 
Office action. Applicant argues that the Alert patenet is clearly directed to preventative/protective methods with regard to UV induced skin 
damage and thus does not suggest to one of ordinary skill in the art that the composition could reduce the visible appearance of already 
existing fine lines. Applicant fruther argues that a process of preventing UV induced skin damage is completely different than reducing the 
visible appearance of skin lines, and thus, a skilled person would have no expecation of success in the presently claimed reduction of the 
visibel sings of fine lines on the skin by using captopril or another ACE inhibitor and/or angiotensin receptor antagonist. In response it is 
respectfully submitted that Alert et al. clearly teach the compositions are suitable for the treatment of UV-induced skin damage (see 
column 2, lines 34-37; column 6, Ines 26-30) in addition to prevention of UV-induced skin damage. Further, it is known from Chatterjee et 
al. that UV induced skin damage is a predominant cause of skin wrinkling. Thus, it can be reasonably expectged that an individual with 
UV-induced skin damage has wrinkling and that by treaitng UV-induced skin damage, skin wrinkling is treated. It is noted that the 
treatment of wrinkles associated with UV-induced skin damage is encompassed by the instant claims. 
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
